Eligibility determination and benefit calculation 
should be run and the case certified.

Afghani 
and Iraqi with special immigrant visas (SIV) who enter the US on or 
after 12/19/2009 are processed for all types of assistance the same 
as other refugees. BEM 225 Citizenship/Alien Status applies to 
SIVs the same as refugees.

Exhibit III is updated to reflect contract changes for Refugee 
Service Providers.

7) SSI TERMINATION 

BEM 150, MA for SSI Recipients 

The SSI termination process was changed. When SSI benefits 
stop, the Eligibility Determination Group (EDG) changes from SSI-
Medicaid to MA Terminated SSI (SSI-T). A redetermination date is 
set for the second month after transfer. A redetermination is 
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required to determine if the client qualifies for another Medicaid 
category.
